* the Litherans ſay, Art. XII. That the numbering our 
Sins in Confeſſion, is not neceſſary. Although it is ble

Ele ments are delivered by the Miniſter ſingulis communi- 
canti bus, to every Communicant ; That they bow or do

the Forehead and Breaſt of rhe Infant, to teſtiſie that he is 
admitted among the Number of thoſe, that believe in Chriſt 
Crucified ; They have likewiſe Sureties, or Godfathers, GS.

But they are by no means 
to rebaptize them, unleſs their Baptiſm be doubtful, and want 
Witneſſes which can afyrm they were rightly or duly baptized.

-\ They haye the Ring in Marriage, and Times prohibited 
for the Celebration of it, viz. The Lord's Day and Holy 
Days, Advent and Lent. Their Funeral Rites are thus de- 
ſcribed by Chtræus. They that are to accompany the Fu- 
neral being called together by the tolling of a Bell; the 
Corpſe is laid on a Bier, and cover'd with a black Cloth or 
Silk, and is preceded by Clerks, who fing devour Anthems 
oncerning Death, and the Hleſſings of the Son of God.

concerning Death, and the Conſolations againſt the Fear of 
it, and celebrates the Piety and Virtue of the deceaſed. Af - 
rerwards Prayers being ſaid, and a pious Anthem again 
ſung, in which all are exhorted at all times to expect Death 
approaching, and to prepare themſelves for it by true Re- 
pentance and Faith, — Amendment of Life, every body 
returns home. de vit. & morte, p. 106, They retain. the 
Uſage of Churching of Women; The Prieſts are ordered 
ro exhort and perſwade Women in Child-bed to pray fer- 
vently unto God for the Safety of their Offspring, and to 
ſtay at home five or fix Weeks after their Delivery; but 
after that time is expired, they are to go to Church, where 
none are to be introduced by the Prieſt but lawful Wives. 
There they give thanks unto God, and the Paſtor makes an 
Exhortation to them, to comfort them, it their Child be 
dead, and if it be living, to perſuade them to conſider what 
they owe to God for ſo great a Benefit, and what care they 
oughr to lay out upon their Child. Laftly, They acknow- 
ledge Three Orders or Degrees of Miniſters in the Church. 
viz. Biſhops, Priefts, and Deacons ; and provide that no 
one ſhall be ordained Prieſt before he be five and twenty 
Years Old, and be called co ſome particular Cure. 

As for thoſe few Particulars, the Mafer- Bread in the 
Holy Communion, the Bleſſing and the Croſſing the Breaſt 
of the Child in Baptiſm, the Exorciſm, and the White Veſture 
which the Lutherans retain, and we have diſcontinued : Ir 
is notorious, they were all retained at firſt by the Reform- 
ers of this Church, Queen Elizabeth ſeveral Years aſter 
her coming to the Crown, had the Image of the Crucifix 
upon the Altar in Her Chapel; though it muſt be owned, 
with the utter diſlike of the generality of our Divines. Who 
being ſenſible of the Idolatrous uſe that Images and Pictures 
in Churches had been pur to, thought the beſt remedy in this 
behalf, and moſt agreesble with God's Word, was utterly te 
aboliſh the Cauſe of the I. Whereas the Lutherans think that 
The abuſe of a Thing is no Argument for the diſuſe of ir. 
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And that therefore though Images or Pictures in Churches, 
have been worſhipped, this is no Reaſon for their nor being 
retained by them, who inſtruct their People chat they ate 
retained only for Ornament, and not for Divine Worſhip. For 
which Reaſon, I preſume, are Ornamental Paintings at this 
time uſed in divers Churches of this Realm, there beipg 
now not that Danger of our Peoples miſtaking them for Ob- 
jects of Divine Worſhip. |

© was ſuch, as the Laws, in relation to that caſe do particu- 
* larly mention; Luther ingenuouſly confeſſed, that indeed 
he bad been ignorant of this Legality : But now face the 
* Goſpel, according to his conſtant Doctrine, does not militate 
* againſt, nor aboliſh political Laws, and fince Things might 
; 19 fall out in theſe perillous and difficult Times, that not 
© only the Law itſelf, but alſo neceſſity of Conſcience might 
* call upon them to Arm; he therefore pronounces that they 
may juſtly make a League in their own Defence, if either 
« the Emperor himſelf, or any body elſe in his Name, ſhould 
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make War upon them. [[Lib,1.]' The * Lutheran Di- 
vines diftinguiſh betwixt an abſolute and a limited Govern- 
ment; betwixt offence and defence; and accordingly they de- 


termine that as on one Hand it is not lawful for the Subjects 


of an Arbitrary Government to reſiſt their Princes, tho 
never ſo wicked and impious; ſo on the other hand, 


that Princes of a limited Power may be reſiſted by the 
States of their Kingdom, and their Violence be repelled by 


armed Force. For which among others, they give this 
Reaſon, viz, That if a Power of defending themſetves and 
theirs, againſt unjuſt Violence were denied to the States of the 


| Kingdom, the Conſequence would be, that there would be no 


difference betwixt Princes, who have an abſolute and entire 


Power, and thoſe whoſe Power # limited and circum- 
. ſcribed. Bo 


Baron Pufendorf could have informed the Review in this 
very Book, That the Lutherans do not teach the Principles 
and Doctrines of unlimited Obedience in all Caſes. The Re- 
view himſelf has obſerved, that the Learned Baron is ſo zea- 
lous for the Doctrines of the Church, in which he was born 
and had been Educated, as to deſign to perſevere to the end 
of his Life in them, One would think therefore that if ir 
was not conſiſtent with the Doctrine of that Church, the 


Baron would not have expreſſed himſelf in the following

The Account of Denmark imputes the Eſtabliſnment of Ar-

That the Daniſh Clergy have Tithes and Glebes ſettled up- 
an them for their Maintenance, by the Law of Denmark; and 
not only ſo, but they have by the ſame Law, a Right ro Of 


- ferings at the Euchariſt, Weddings, Chriſtnings and Burials ; 
All which ſerve to maintain them very well and N 
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He likewiſe repreſents them as bigotted to 4 very great degroe 
and hating the Calviniſt and I But he 2 him- 
ſelf, that in Denmark, there are no Sedidions, Mutinies, . or 
Libels againſt the Government, which yer could ſcarce be true 
were the Daniſh Clergy ſuch Bigors. Since it is certainly 
the true Character of thoſe who are ſuch, 1ta ſacra ſua eu- 
rare, ut que ad tranquilitatis publics conſervationem faciant, 
non curent, In Patrie commoda curas non intendunt, & dum 
pro Eccleſiæ ſalute decertant, Reipublice mala ſuſque deque ba- 
bent. In precio habent Magiſtratus ſuos quoad confiltis ſui 
ſuffragantur, fi diſſentiant in  promptu eſi prævaricundi pre- 
teætus. But ler them be as bigotted as they will, rhe Review 
ſeems willing to try if he can't be a. Match for them. Since 
he not only omits to obſerve from his worthy Voucher, That 
they often ſay, that there is no eſſential Difference betwixt the 
Church of Edgland and Theirs ; but repreſents the ſeveral 
Encomiums given by the Lutherans of our Church, as only 
paſſing Complimenes upon us when they have an Intereſt to ſerve. 
that according to him, all their Wiſhes for an Union be- 
twixt them and us, are only Mercenary and Selfiſh Pre- 
tences. Such is the Chriftian Temper of rhis zealous Man! 
and ſo obſervant is he of his Ordination Vow, to maintain 
and ſet forward as much as lieth in him, Quierneſs, Peace 
and Love among all Chriſtian People! | 
IV. The Review obſerves, that rhe Lutherans have only no- 
minal Biſhops. This he ſays he has proved from Baron Pafen» 
dorf's own Words, I ſuppoſe he refers to p. 12, 13. 24. ed. 
Here, fays the Review, it may be obſerved by the Way, 
That it in evident from thi Paſſage, that the Lutherans have 
no Biſhops, becauſe in the Formulary of Union there recited, 
it is ſaid, their Ordination was made by Presbyters. And 


therefore he commends Mr. Molefworth as judiciouſly obſer- 


ving, chat rhe Daniſh Brſheps are only primi inter pares, 
though they love 1 be — 4 ' Biſhops, and celed 
Lords. But had the Review uſed a faithful diligence, he 
would have known, that the Daniſh Biſhops are reverenced 
« Biſhops, though they have not Baronies annexed to their 
Biſhopricks, as ours have. The Daniſh Law concerning

That by the Scriptures of God a Biſhop and 4 Prieſt are 
one; and that the Holy Fathers St. Chryſoſtome, St. Jerome, 
St. ine, and St. Ambroſe, ſay, That between 4 Biſhop 
and a Prieſt there « in a manner ns difference ; that Priefts 
aud Biſhops be all one; That a Biſhop j but primus Presbyter, 
or the firſt Prieſt; and that there ij but one Ordination of 
Prieſt and Biſhop. The very ſame reverend Man obſerves 
in the ſame Book in anſwer to Harding's ſaying, ¶ you canner 
| ſbew your Wilhoply Pedigree, if you can prove no @ncceflis 
on, then whereby hold you Ve, ſays the Biſhop, neither have 
Biſhops without-Church, nor Church without Biſhops, - Nei- 
tber doth the Church of England h day depend of .
